Victoria tUo li<>y (o tlie Situa- 
lion. 

I*o>vciTul I'Ica ill Favor oC (l><^ 
Location of Battery '•€." 

To tukEditou: — It is high time that 
protopta.JihpuJd bo made by tho" board of 
trado'i'tho city'cdVfucil,.-^fleinber8 of par- 
liament and others who have tho well- 
being of tho city and province in thoir caro 
agaitist tho proposals in ticn. Middleton's 
report publishod by you a fow days ago. 
Uo rocouimeiids — i.ot from porsonai 
knowledge but from a report of Col. 
Holmes — that the proposed artillery 
school of instruction for British Columbia, 
and also batteries, should bo ostabli.shed 
at Goal Harbor near Brockton Point, or iu 
other words, that the main defences of 
the coast line of tho [iio\ nice, lio f u- a.T 
tho Duniiniou goveiniuent is conei-nied, 
should bo urectod aud manned where they 
aro not the most needed. 

This (piustion ia a most important luie. 
In tlu'se days of rapidly moving event;!, 
linpOrial and Dominion, as well as pro 
vincial, iutorests may lie seriously eou 
corned in it at no diaL-iut dali:; ami 1 
pro[)oao calling the atli^utiou of your 
readers to it with !lie hopi^ that liy so do- 
ing tho iasuoH involved may be discussed 
and a wiso course of action doteriiuued 
on. 

The first point to bo considered ia, what 
would bo tho (d)ject of an enemy iu at- 
tacking us liere( Or what would Itiey ex- 
pect to gain) Ut^rtaiuly not llie nwanips, 
forests and mountains of the luaiulaml 
west. of tho Cascade llaiigo. it eould only 
lie a maritiinu nation that would make 
the attempt, and the jpnntrol Of V:M\couvor 
Island and ii.s coal mines winild bo' their 
primary olijeot. In piH.Meision of these 
they ciuild cloume tiioir own tiiuo for 
making doBcunts olsewliero. .Again. \'ic 
toria ia essontially the key of the islauo, 
for no enuuiy would veiituro ou onerat ion.", 
in the inlanil watora with Victoria .still in 
our bauds and to seaward of Ihein, es- 
pecially if llioro waH the naial force 
hero that Col. Ilidmes up))ear.^ to count 
on, a force that iuii;lit at any moiueiil lie 
augmentod. It may be a very prudent 
policy to advise that a atrou<{ body of Do- 
minion militia should bo atationod ai Ooal 
Harbor and defenoos erected tlu re, but 
that saiiio force aud additional iiailorii-s al 
Victoria and iu the iieiglihcirhood would 
bo of much more bunclit and would be of 
greater service in tlio actual protection of 
Goal Harbor. The Imperial intoroats at 
E'<(piimnU.rare.,^f^j|roai, importaqcq, and 
will be of still greater with tho completed 
drydnck, in the event of war, aiul v.iue 
theao parti;illy protected by a bettor sys- 
tem of shore defouco tho naval force 
W3uld bo iiii'ro free to assist in defending 
Naiiaimo and other pouits. Kor mu»t it 
bo lost Bi;;ht of that batteries aro less 
needed where the approaotloa are suitable 
for a system of suhniarinn minos or 
torpedo dofuuco; and this is the case not 
only as regards English IJay, but also in 
respect of tho Frasor river, where an 
enemy would undoubtedly try to ellect a 
landing for tho ])urpo.ie of taking thu ter- 
minus in the flank, if Coal Harbor only 
was defended. lam quite willing to ad- 
mit tho ontiro necessity of preventing thu 
western torininus falling into tlic iuiuds of 
an oneiny. Tlirougli it lien, of courso, 
the alternative road from lOiiglaiid to her 
eaatorn ouipiro and Australasia, and in 
tho event of liiiropeaii c.implicatioiio it 
ivould no most ujsential that it ehould be 
kiipt open; but I maintain that with Van 
cciuvor in possession of an enemy, no 
mattor how Ktrougly the terminus iniglit 
bo defended, the road to the east woulii 
bo completely burred, for whichever naval 
power liulds thei island will' be able to 
ke(3p control of tho Pacific in tho ovnnt of 
a long war. On tho otiior hand, ho long 
as wo poascas tlie island and its im|ior(.int 
resources no enemy could long ri^taiii its 
position at an interior point, cut ofl' fi-.im 
hla coal BU)>ply and with hia ships. prolialily 
weakened through having atnuig l.inding 
parties on shore. 

No doubt it Is to tho navy that we 
must chiefly look for our defendtuH in 
case of ail attack hy a large force Hut 
thu local militia, aided by a well traiiiod 
body of iiiun from tho oast, would bi; of 
the greatest assiiitance if available where 
the attack ia most iikoly to take place, 
and if an attacking squadron passed Vic- 
toria and throatonod Naiiaimn, a force of 
these uiou could bo rapiiily hi,,ught 
to tho front, that is after tho island 
railway is in operation. Colonel Hidnies 
must be badly in want of arguments 
to support hia views when he states 
that tho dry dock ia now defended 
by a detachment of marines quar 
torod in the navy yard. Well there is a 
corporal's guard, who act as gate keeperj, 
but I foar that even if it wi^ro composed 
of gallant liuulunant-colonulH that it 
cunld hardly be regarded aa an Aduquatu 
defondo for thO dry dock. It is intlior 
ainutting to suo it- gr.ivoly stated iu the 
ollicial report lliat'Coal II iib.jr is posKcss- 
od of "advantages" for an artillery ;,eliool 
antl barracks, and that its superiority 
nvor other places consists iu liaving good 
water a few foot from tho aiirfaco,' in. Iiav - 
ing timber in abundance, and in having; 
deop water whore a wharf can bo easily 
coiiatructod, and also, forsoirlh, in liaving 
room for rillo rango.i and (lamiis. I tliink 
it is ipiito unnuce.'isiuy to point out that 
Coal Harbor is not tho only position of 
importance on the coast where these "ad- 
vantages" may bo found. 

I believe that on thu completion of the 
0. P. 11. tho homo govuriiHicnt will give 
morr! attention to tho -defeucea of this 
province. But do not let us iiave tliuui 
to bcliovo that these defences should bo 
c.irriod out on the linos indicatod by Ccd. 
Holmes. Do not lot them think that by 
leaving tho ramparts undefended tho cita- 
dul is safer. 11m;.

Mr. Thoo. Davie, in nioTing the aecoiid 
readini; of the act to amend tbo Munici- 
palities Act, referred varitiusly to tho dif- 
ferent claiiHofl of the bill, stating that ita 
provisions wore rocommoiidod by the City 
Council of Victoiia. 

Tho house went into committee, Mr. 
Semlin in tbo chair. 

Section 1 provid(!S for an iiidomiiity 
not to excfod .^'J.oO per day, or §2r> per 
year, to memhera of municiiial councils in 

u ruFiil districts. 

Section 2 ajipliea to tho city of Victoria 
only, ami atatoa that tho councillora 
eiected for IHiSli oblaiaing tbo groateat 
nmnber of votes in each ward ahall hold 
oflice for the following year; also, two 
c.iuiieillors in each ward retiring. Should 
three couneilloia be elected by acclama 
tion, then the one who ahall hold oflice 
for two years will fas dotorminod by reso- 
lution .if tho cniioil at its first meeting. 

Section A jirovidea that all votera must 
have been hoiisohohlers for aix months 
before an election waa bold, at a rent of 
not loss than .aixly dollara per annum. 
Thia w.aa laid over for further coiiaid- 
eratioii. 

Section 7 providoa that "tho corporate 
aisal, tools and ollice furniture, pictures 
and tlttini;s of every municipal corpor- 
ation .shall lie oxompt from forced aei/.uro 
or Bale by any process of law." 

Section !) is aa follows: 

"For regulating tho erection of build- 
ings and preventing the oroetion of woodon 
buildings or addition thereto or alteration 
thereof, and wooden fencea in tho munio- 
i[iality, or in speciliod p.irls thereof; and 
alao for prohihitiiig the eroctioii cr [ilacing 
of buildiii^js other than with m.iin walla 
of brick, iron or stone, and roofing of 
incornbuatible niatorial in tho inuiiici[iality 
or in apocifiod parta theruof| and for aii- 
thoriniiig the pulling down or removal, at 
the o.\|ionso ol" the owner thereof, of any 
biiildiijg Ol- erection which uiaj- bo con- 
alructod or placed in contravention of any 
by law." 

Section I I is fur licunaing and rngulat- 
iiig w.ish honsca and laundries and pro 
videa that, "From every person who keeiia 
or cai iios on a public waah house or laun- 
dry, or carries on the biiaineas of a waah • 
orwoiiiaii or laiiiidryiiian, aneh auin as 
shall be fixed by by law, not exceeding 
$57& for every aix iiKnitha. " 

An added clause |.i regulate the price of 
liipior liceiisea waa put .ind biat. 

The follovvirig olauaea were added to 
the act, tho first being to overcome tho 
illegality of iMaplu Kidgo eloctiona. Tho 
returning oIlicerH not having been ap- 
p.iiiiled at the riijlit and tlio votera' liat 
revised at the [inipiir time: — 

I'J. The eloetion of reeve and council- 
lora for the- municipalit.y of Maple Ridge,

L<»Ni'ON, Feb. 2'l. — In tho conimoiis 
thia afternoon a motion waa made to siia- 
pend the regular order no far as to enable 
the comniona to debate on the resolution 
ceiiauriiig the govertiment'a Rgyptian 
policy. Tho Iriah inemhera opposed tho 
motion and an uproar om\ued, during 
which O'Brien waa conapicioua for dis- 
orderly conduct and defied tho apoaker. 
Ho was thoroforo Buapendod. 

At a meeting of conaorvativo peora and 
members of tho commons hold at the 
Carltim Club to-day, it was decided that 
they should support with their full 
strength the vote of cenauro agaiiiat the 
govornnieiit in each houae. 

Sir John Lubbock, liberal, reaumerl tho 
debate on Northcole'a motion of conauro. 
Ho aaid he would siipiiort the government 
in any measure necessary to benefit 
Egypt. 

Mr. Chaa. Stewart Wortley, conaorva- 
tivo member for SholUold, aaid ho thought 
tho.govorninont had acted with the cliniax 
of meanness towards General Gordon. 

Redmond, home ruler, opimaetl tho 
prcmior'a motion and waa accoiided in the 
opposition by several Parnolilea. Tho 
opiioailioii became noisy. 'I'he apeaker 
interfered and when ailonce waa reatorud 
he .iniiounced that ho thought it his duty 
to inform the houae that the subject had 
been adcipiately diacUBSod, At thia the 
Parnollites nearly all joined iu a prolonged 
howl and derisive clieera. William 
( )'Brieii, editor of tho "United Ireland," 
and a homo ruler, shouted out "wo will 
remember this in Ireland!'' Thia remark 
was greeted with cries of "Oh!" "Oh!" 
"Oh!" "Namo him!" "Name him |" Tho 
speaker thoreuiion named O'Urion. 

CladHtoiui at oiico moved that the 
named memhor be suspended. 

O'Brien jumped uj) and ahoutod, "That 
18 the height of my ambition." 

After the uproar which attended thia 
passage between tho Dublin editor and 
tho prime miniator had subaided Thomas 
Soxton, homo ruler, rose to a [loiiit 
of ortlor. Ho was aiimmarily over- 
ruled by the speaker. Division was 
then called uuou Mr. (iladatone^s motion 
to suspend oTjrion. It roaulted in a veto 
of 2'14 for and but 20 against it. Tho 
apeaker, when tho vote had boon recorded 
ordered O'Brien to withdraw fvoiu the 
liouao.

The O'Brien oplaoda was ijuito sensa- 
tional while it lasted, and Gladstoiui's 
conduct w,\d firm. When tho house Iiad 
again settled down to busincaa the cloture 
proposed and votod for by 'J07 ayes to -Itt 
nays. I'lirnoll oxpressotl dissiitiafactiuii 
with tho tally and insisted on a division.

A man with a reputation extending 
over thia Continent lies ia tUa. Tphibs 
Prison to-day, an objecjiiiid mianrable 
wreck of humanity. Ho was yustcrdiiy 
eommittod for iiitoxiciitioii. lie was re- 
cognized as a talanted relative of Dr. 
Tulmago'a old organist,. jGeorgo W. 
iMorgiui, by a goutloman in court wlio 
biippened to bo tho tutor of tlio fallen 
victim of drink ;it coUegi'. Tlio man 
has squandered tlirco torf,ui;n.s in riiiii, 
altliough ho lias i:oL vet nLtainsd the 
prime of middle ago. Ito frequently 
played tho organ in Tnlmage's cburcu, 
a few years ago, and his fame aa a 
uni»lur u£ that iuHtruuiunt was knuwn 
throughout musical aud chureli circles. 

Mr. Morgan was liis most ontlnisi- 
astic listener at suuli times, for it was 
ho who taugiil Lliu [ilayer how lo uiatii- 
[)ulate the keys and stops. At times tho 
young organist, who nomosay soon ex- 
celled his instructor aa a plnyor, was 
observed to play with groat spirit, ami 
aoonicd to throw liih whole soul into 
tlio work, to the doliglitof tiio appreci- 
ative and critical congregation. J I soon 
lenlroii out, iiowover, that the iiistrii- 
n eiitaliat played best wiion most uiidtir 
the influence of liquor.

Ho is tho uullior of the iio])uliu- poet- 
ry which was o.vtcn.siviily publislicd n 
few years ago under the iiaiuo of IMin- 
lim O'Dowd, and it is nlno said ho is 
the author of several well-known 
patlu'tic songs, ono of which was the 
rago ftboMt two yottrs ago. Tho song 
r.'alizod a fortune for its author, but 
the money noon went for i-inn. Ouriiig 
the Centennial, hold iu I'liiladolpliia in 
187G, the composer daily sent volumes 
of rich and powerful melody from the 
grand organ in tho tuain hall. Ho also 
elistinguislied liiniaelf there by deliver- 
ing tlio celebrated address ou "The 
Progress of the Age," which inado liiin 
tho lion of the (.^juakcr city for many 
weeks, and uulil this day lii.s uLtenmees 
on that occasion aro still fresh iu the 
minds of many thousands. 

Tho man with this record hits for the 
past two or three yetirs etiriied the lluid 
which has roblieil liini of his r«>apect.;ibil- 
ity and §liis tliree fortunes by sweojiing 
out the tramps' groggery at CJariisle 
and West streot.s, or by begging in the 
streeta Me has frequently Ixm-m sent 
to tho Lslnnd before. Flo alocps in sta 
tion houses, on the docks or in door- 
ways when at liberty, according to the 
woatber.
